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GOVERNOR HANGED 
NN FFFIGY AFTER 
PARDONING COOPER

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 14.—Gov. 
Malcolm «Patterson, who yesterday par- 
doned Col. Duncan B. Cooper after the 
latter’s sentence of 20 years’ imprison- 
ment for the killing of former Senator 
E. W. Carmack had been affirmed by 
the Supreme Court, was hanged in ef- 
figy today at Germantown while a crowd 
danced about a fire lighted under the 
labeled figure, 

Rumors of plotted assassinations and 
of the intentién of the Governor to re- 
sign have resulted from Pattersow’s ac- 
tion in antagonizing the anti-liquor ele- 
ment of the State. Tennessee is em- 
broiled in one of the greatest political 
turmoils it has experienced in many 
years. 

Great Political Fight Seen. 

Excitement is intensified by the ap- 
proaching primaries when, on June 4, 
the Democrats intend to renominate 
Patterson for governor. Inasmuch as 
the liquor issue was responsible for the 
Carmack killing, members of the Pro- 
hibition party and of the drys are 
aroused to the highest’ pitch of enthu- 
‘siasm,in opposition and defense of the 
Governor. 

There are predictions that lynchings 
and sanguinary disorders will follow, 
while hopeful ones declare the result of 
Patterson's rescue of Cooper from prison. 
will be an unprecedented political strug- 
gle between the wets and drys, in which 
old party thes will be érased. 

It did not tend to palliate Carmack’s 
friends when the bail of Robin Cooper, 
sentenced with -his father to. serve 2 
years and given a new trial by yester- 
day’s decision, was reduced by thé Su- 
preme Court from $25,000 to $10,000. 

Defends His Pardon. 

White Patterson is being denounced 
by those who had ‘been Carmack’s 
adherents and praised for :his courage 
by those who were Cooper’s stanch sup- 
porters, a written statement, explaining 
his action in pardoning Cooper, is be- 
ing circulated in Nashville. In this 
the Governor declares that he has read 
the record of the trial and that he test!- 
fled during the proceedings, and is con- 
vinced that neither Robin Cooper or ‘his 
father are guilty, but were cénvicted 
contrary to law. 

‘On the other hand, Capt. G. T. Fitz- 
Hugh of Memphis, who was one of the 
counsel for the State in the prosecution 
of the Coopers, characterized Patter- 
son's action as being in “disgraceful 
haste, ‘shocking every sense of de- 
cency.’’ 

He. declared the Governor's pardon, 
‘issuing without the petition of any per. 
son, sets justice at naught for the sake, 
of a “cold-blooded murderer,” whose 
influence with the Governor overshad- 
ows that of the commonwealth.

The Board of Equalization issued a 
statement Thursday that it has found 
that Adolphus Busch, who was assessed 
at $2,000,000 by Assesor Brinkop, actu- 
ally has $916,939.70 of personal taxable 
property June 1, 1909, of which $375,915 
was in the form of stock in foreign 
corporations. :

wealthy St. Louisans. 

‘ane board found that James H. Allen, 
who was assessed at 61,500,000 by Brin- 
kop, had only $240,050, ‘of which $67,000 
is represented by stocks in corporations 
not in Missouri. 

The board accepted the sworn state- 
ment of Festus J. -Wade that he has 
$66,011.11 of personal taxable property 
as correct. - 
sessed at $100,000. 

Edward Butler was assessed by Brin- 
kop at $150,000. The board found that 
he had $41,700 worth of. taxable prop- 
erty. 

Ewald Estate Taxes. 

The assessment of tHe estate-of L. P. 
Ewald was reduced from $1,000,000 to 
$871.45. The board held that as the es- 
tate had been taxed at $2,500,000 in Louis- 
ville, Ky., it is not subject to taxation 
vere, 

No statement was given out by the 
oard’as to whether the actual valua- 
tions found by it will be doubled as a 
penalty for failure to make a sworn re- 
turn.

It was predicted at the City Hall that

In all of these cases Assessor Brinkop 
originally estimated the value of the 
property owned by the individual, and 
then doubled it as a penalty for failure 
to make personal return.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—In delivering 


a scathing denunciation of the American 
Sugar. Refining Co., in the House of 
Representatives today, Representative 
Rainey of Illinois, did not hesitate to 
make bold suggestions concerning ‘‘thai 
most corrupt and rotten trust ever 
created by the protective tariff system 
and President Taft, Attorney General 
Wickersham, and Henry W. Taft, 
brother of the President. 

Mr. Rainey referred to President Taft's 
message to Congress about a year ago 
in which the chief executive advised 
against an L.vestigation of the sugar 
frauds for the reason that ‘it might, 
by giving. immunity and otherwise, 
prove an embarrassment in procuring 
the conviction of the guilty parties.” 

Mr. Rainey then said: 

“The Attorney-General of the United 
States . was, until his appointment, 4 
Sugar Trust attorney, familiar, with the 
methods of the Sugar Trust, exhibiting 
even now a remarkable sympathy for 
its officials in their difficulties. 

“The general counsel for the Sugar 
Trust is an ex-assistant attorney gen- 
| eral of the United States, loyal to the 
Republican party, familiar with the 
methods and with the secrets of the 
Attorney-General’s office. : 

“The brother of the President of the 
United States is one of the attorneys 
for the Sugar Trust. 

“J. F. Parsons, the father of the ex- 
president of the New York County 
Republican Committee, is under indict- 
ment on account of his offense against 
the law in Philadelphia.’’ 

Mr. Rainey then referred to the trust's 
methods in acquiring the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Refinery of Philadelphia.

Mrs; Henrotin' came to St. Louis to 
make an address on women's affairs 
Friddy night before the St. Louis So- 
clety of Social and Moral Prophylaxis, 
at the auditorium of the Wednesday 
Club.. She is the guest of Mrs. Philip, 
N.\Moore, national president of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs, at 
312% Lafayette avenue. 

Spend Net Wisely but Teo Well. 

“The women of the United States are 
divided into two classes—the producers, 
or wage earners, and the spenders,”’ 
Mrs. Henrotin said. “Neither has been 
educated for its special function. The 
wage earners are not educated in thor- 
oughness. The spenders—the women. in 
the homes—have learned to spend not 
wisely, but too well. 

“In the last 50 years we have gone, 
not througn an evolution, but a revo- 
lution in economical and fundamental 
conditions. When the country changed 
from agriculture to manufacture, the 
whole series of new problems was pre- 
sented to thé women, for which they 
‘had no training. 

“During the life of my grandmother, 
the men were good providers, not in: 
aay but in the necessities. The wom- 

onve} ed the, raw materials inte 
tnd uses the home and spent little’ 
money. During my mother’s age, the’ 
women spent more money and many 
of the necessities were made by the 
tradespeople. 
Women Having Holiday. 

‘During my lfetime the women are 
spending infinitely more. In fact they 
spend almost: all- they can get their 
hands on. The trades and professions 
which underlie the whole, have taken 
up the. labor industries to furnish the 


‘things our grandmothers made them- 


selves, but which we spend money for. 

The family is in this age being read- 
justed to these economic conditions. One 
man ‘can no longer suffice to support 
the average family, because the family 
has become the money-spending insti- 
tution. 

“Woman today, protected and sup- 
ported in her own home, is less inter- 
ested in economic conditions than ever 
before. She is having a holiday. She 
is not trained to realize what an econ- 
omic factor she is as a spender. When 
women realize the immense financial 
balance of power they hold, they will 
become serious. 

“Marriage must be recognized as a 
business partnership. Fathers should 
see that thelr daughters, when they are 
married, go into the homes with the 
proper efiucation in business methods 
of spending money. 

“This means that women should vote. 
They should be allowed a Voice in busi- 
ness, municipal and home affairs. No- 
body can study the existing economic 
conditions without being a. suffragist. 

“The suffragettes of England have 
entered the arena from an untenable 
position. They are the militant, or rad- 
ical, factions. We, in America, do not 
believe that when we want anything we 
should break some one’s head to get it. 
The American women have too much of 
a sense of humor to believe in these 
radical measures.”’

The eleven negro enumerators who are 
to start out Friday to- canvass the ne- 
gro districts have encountered a ques- 
tion that is giving them a good deal of 
concern. ‘they want to know whether 
they will be paid for the diplomacy 
they exercise on white families who re- 
fuse to be enumerated by negro enum- 
erators. 

Pending a ruling from Washington, 
the matter is in abeyance. The negroes 
say they will strike unless they are paid 
for their effort# to enumerate any 
white persons they find in their dis- 
tricts, which are mostly composed of 
negroes. 

Census Taking Begins. Friday. 
The scattered army of 70,000 Govern- 
ment enumerators for the taking’ of the 
ceusus ‘will begin to move Friday. There 
will be no buttons pushed at the White 
Hotse, no bugle calls sounded, no cere- 
mony of any kind as the start is made 
on this gigantic undertaking. But from 
the Lakes to the Gulf and from ‘the 
Atlantic to the Pacific the. census army 
will be in motion. 

Four hundred and sixty-five enum- 
ators will take the census in St. Louis. 
They will not start from any central 
point, will not even be called in for 
final instructions. They have been di- 
vided into 16 . divisions but -even the 
members of one division will not pro- 
ceed with exact concerted acti 

The length and breadth of the ‘land 
has been split up into minute districts 
and one enumerator is responsible for 
each district. In St. Louis there are 
400 of these districts, the five extra 
enumerators being specials who will 
take the census of the insane asylum, 
the poorhouse, the workhouse, the City 
Hospital and thg Jail.

all special charges on St. Louis traffic; will great- 
ly increase the advantages of St. Louis as a 
manufacturing center. Following that will come 
a development of railroad facilities which will 
tremendously stimulate trade and industry. 

’ But Mr. Carr himself pointed to a special ad- 
vantage that St. Louis should enjoy. After de- 
ascribing the opportunities for learning where 
trade may be cultivated and how it can best be 
developed, through the reorganized consular serv- 
ice, Mr. Carr suggested the possibilities of St.

Kansas City within forty days has raised over 
$1,000,000 for a boat line on the Missouri River. 
Believing that the use of the Missouri, even with 
its present unsatisfactory channel, will be profit- 
able not merely as a transportation enterprise. but 
as a regulator of rgilroad rates, the Kansas City 
business men have taken steps to realize its 
benefits. They will equip and operate a boat 
line to St. Louis, thus controlling all rates from 
this basic point. 

‘What could not St. Louis accomplish with a 
boat line equipped with first-class modern river 
craft and operated under business methods. 
the great territory reached by water to the East, 
Southeast, South and Southwest would come un- 
der the rate influence of the water route.

To Warn Pedestrians, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Why do not our lawmakers pass a law forcing au- 
tomobile owners to attach a continuously ringing 
bell or some other automatic noise-producing device 
to their machines to warn one from a distance of 
their approach?
